Along with tho great political reforms 


tlmt are taking place tit tho present time, 
thcro is a social question 'of all-prevading 
interest winch tlic American people vrill 
havo to investigate and to answer, in a 
practical manner.

Manufactures produced ev'ory style 
of fabric for the habiliment of our persons 
in such profusion that the price had become 
merely nominal. Commerce had brought 
to our shores tho luxuries of every clime 
till luxuries became almost too common 
to excito desiro. 


Surrounded by such plenty, with tho 


gratification of every want and every de- 
sire so easily and cheaply attainable, it 
would have boon strange indeed had wo 
not contracted habits of extravagance and 
•wastefulness. 
It was an inevitable conse- 


quence of tho existing slato of things. 


But for the Iflst three years this'stato of 


things has been changed, and wo must be- 
gin now in earnest to adapt oursolvea to 
this change. Instead of almost tho entire 
population of tho country being producers, 
ft largo portion of tlmt population have be- 
come only consumer. Instead of adding 
to tho means of support, thoy now only 
toko from thoso means. As n ncccsssftry 
consequence of this change, tho cost of 
every product of labor and skill has in- 
creased in'an unparalleled degree, a'nd the 
serious, practical question recurs, how shall 
•we livo more cheaply, so as to be ablo to 
meet this altered ntato of things.

Ho lepresents that the -dissatisfaction in 


Georgia with tho Ilichmond legislation of 
the past winter is deep and wide spread. 
Governor Brown openly avows his opposi- 
tion to Mr. Davis, and is backed ^up by the 
people. ''In accordance with the last con- 
scription act, all persons between the ages 
of eighteen and forty-five are being forced 
into tho ranks), and it was expected on his 
departure that the remaining provision of 
the bill would be carried out by conscript- 
ing' all between the ages of forty-fivo and 
fifty. These now levies are not formed in- 
to now regiments, but are merged in tho 
old organizations. This sweeping enrol- 
ment is considered not only unconstitu- 
tional but tyrannical, and is being tested 
daily before tho State courts, especially in 
tho clause twhioh assorts that -those who 
havo furnished substitutes aro not exempt 
from conscription. 
• Tho " funding bill " is also another 
source of great dissatisfaction. This pro- 
vides ' that all tho Confederate currency 
which is not converted into bonds, before 
tho 1st of April, will be taxed thirty-three 
and a third per ce-ut. Tho robol Govern- 
ment says to (he people you can take our 
worthless currency and give in return bona 
fide stock, or koop it and pay us thirty- 
three and n third cents of every dollar you 
hold of it.' It is nothing more or loss, he 
says,' than a total repudiation of tho robe! 
currency, and is BO regarded by the people. 
' Governor Brown is now reorganizing tho 
State militia, which is to comprise all the 
boys between 16 and 18, and old men from 
50* upwards. 
' General Folk's army belongs to Johns- 
ton, and he thinks tho report from Chat- 
tanooga yesterday, to tho effect that it hat 
arrived at Dalton, is true. 


Tho stories of starvation published in 


tho Northern papers are not founded in 
faot. 
Tho people have plenty of plain food 


to eat, though obliged to pay exorbitant 
prices ; and so long as Western Georgia 
remains intact from Federal invasion, the 
rebel army around Dalton will have a rid 
source of supplies to draw from. He doos 
not belicvo that tho South can ever bo 
starved out. Tho impression generally 
prevails in rebeldom that our forces are 
going to make a determined effort to take 
Richmond this Spring. Our prisoners aro 
being transferred from tho rebel capital to 
Americus, Georgia, where they havo bet- 
ter quartersand better food. Ho estimates 
that there aro now about eight thousam 
of them congregated at that point. It ii 
a very healthy place, aud abounds in goot 
water, which cannot be said of Htchmonc 
and other localities whore tho Yankees 
have been confined. 


Ho was present at Chickamauga, soon 


after the rout of our forces under Hose 
crans, and confirms the statement of the 
non-burial of many Federal dead. lie 
does not think, however, that was iiiten 
tional, but Bragg's eagerness to get into 
Chattanooga led him to postpone the bur- 
ial of tlie enemy for some time. The rebe 
loss in killed and wounded during the 
three days' fighting was twenty thousand 
This, ho affirms, is a positive statement 01 
tho casualties. 
His mission to the battle- 


field was of such a character as to make 
him conversant with the facts of the case. 
Tho people are very bitter towards Jeff. 
Davis for having promoted Bragg after his 
continued failures. They have considera- 
ble confidence in Johnston's military capac- 
ity, but regard Lee as their greatest sol- 
dier. , In conclusion, he informs, us that a 
daop gloom pervades nil classes in the south- 
west. They havo long since comn to re- 
gard the Confederacy as a failure, and look 
,vrith bitter pain and anguish on the utter 


which the leaders are engulfing them 


, They have no hope that a change of 


dministration will bo brought about in 


the North, and havo sunk into a state of 
utter despondency. Tho steady progres 
of our arma southward they look upon a 
inevitable. Wo have thus given at lengt

the most frugal kind sufficient to allay tho 
cravings of hunger, who, beforo the war, 
occupied splendid mansions, surrounded 
by all tho comforts and luxuries wealth 
could procure. Lndies wh'o three ycara 
ago scarcely knew how to hem n handker- 
chief, aro forced to solicit from heartless 
Jews and tradesmen sewing, for which

I' Head of the Cotcuu," northvrobt from 
Luke Trnvcrs, have written to General 
Siblev under date »f the 2Hh ult., that 
thoy have held communication tvith somo 
of tho Sioux Indians from the upper coun- 
try. These Indians report that most of 
tho Sissetons are, as hetore stated, anxious 
for peace. They are encamped near " Dig 
Mound," on tho Missouri Cotenti, to tlie 
number of two hundred and twenty lodges. 
The Yatiktonnis are expected to arrive in 
the fiamo neighborhood shortly. 
The Te- 


ton Sioux are assembling on the banks of 
the Mississippi lliver preparatory to cros- 
sing to this side, as they say there are no 
bu&nlo in their country, and they will 
starve if they remain there. They will be 
governed by the course of tho YtvnktomuB 
as to peace or war with the Americans. 


. — This place, before which some 


desperate fighting was going on nt Inst ac- 
counts, is a fortress which the Danes havo 
surrounded with a series of ingonius and 
novel defences.
